The application has been amended as follows: Claims amended as below, 

Claim 1 [currently amended] A housing assembly, comprising: a housing having at 
least one recessed area on at least a first side; a floor member having at least one 
protrusion and pivotably mounted to the at least one recessed area on the first side 
using the at least one protrusion; and a tubular member for engaging the floor member 
on a second side of the housing, wherein the engagement prevents the floor member 
from pivoting, wherein the floor member further comprises at least one hook portion 
that is dimensioned to at least partially wrap around the tubular membe r wherein the 
tubular member is an antenna tube fixed to the housing. 




Claim 4 [Cancel] 
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Claim 8 [Currently amended] A handheld device, comprising: a housing, at least one 
mounting structure on said housing; at least one plate member, said plate member 
pivotably mounted to said mounting structure and having at least one blocking 
structure; at least one blocking member, wherein said blocking member and said 
blocking structure form a passive blocking configuration, said blocking member 
blocking said plate member from pivoting, wherein said blocking structure includes at 
least one hook portion dimensioned to at least partially wrap around said blocking 
membe r, wherein said blocking member is an antenna housing. 



Claim 10 [Cancel] 

Claim 16 [Currently amended] A method of assembling a handheld device, comprising 
the steps of: engaging and pivotably mounting a first portion of a floor member to a first 
side of a housing; pivoting the floor member to an assembled position; engaging a 
second portion of the floor member by slidably introducing a tubular member through 
the housing and adjacent to a blocking structure of the floor member such that the 
blocking structure at least partially wraps around the tubular member, thereby 
substantially preventing further pivoting of the floor membe r, wherein said tubular 
member is an antenna tube. 




Reasons For Allowance 

Claims 1 ,3,5-9, 1 1 -1 3, 1 5-1 8 are allowed. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
independent claims 1,8 and 16 Riceman (US 5218169) discloses a housing assembly 
having a floor member having at least one protrusion and pivotably mounted to that 
recessed area, a tubular member for engaging the floor member on a second side, 
wherein the engagement prevents the floor member from pivoting, and wherein the floor 
member comprises at least one hook portion that is dimensioned to at least partially 
wrap around the tubular member, but does not teach that the tubular member is an 
antenna tube. Barnett (US 6201712) teaches a housing and a tubular member attached 
to the housing wherein the tubular member is an antenna tube but in a completely 
different environment, therefore there is no reason or motivation to combine. The prior 
art does not disclose nor make obvious a housing assembly comprising a tubular 
member for engaging a floor member, the tubular member preventing the floor member 
from pivoting, and wherein the tubular member is an antenna tube. Regarding claim 8 
the prior art does not discloses nor make obvious a handheld device comprising a plate 
member and a blocking member, the blocking member preventing the plate member 
from pivoting, and wherein the blocking member is an antenna housing.
